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Owen D. Young, Holstein Breeder

ESTLING in the hills at the extreme southern tip of 
Herkimer County, New York, just above the his- 
toric Otsego Lake country, lie Van Horne Farms. 

Here, on acres that have been in his family since before 
the Revolution, and where he was born and raised, Owen 
D. Young is carrying forward a demonstration of dairy 
farming and breeding which is probably closer to his 
heart than any of the other varied activities of this great 
leader in the industrial and financial world. It was re- 
cently the privilege of this writer to spend a day at Van 
Horne Farms in company with Mr. Young and his right- 
hand men of the farm organization, Jim Beiermeister 
and Frank Hemenway, and it was a day that will linger 
long in memory. First, in the tidy farm office, Mr. Young 
gave me the historical outline of the herd from its mod- 
est beginnings 36 years ago. Well-thumbed herd regis- 
ters and public sale catalogs of those earlier days were 
brought out to amplify the facts and figures which Mr. 
Young produced from memory. 

It was three dozen years ago that Mr. Young first 
became a pure bred Holstein owner. His original pur- 
chase was a registered bull from the nearby herd of 


Bradley Fuller, Utica, N. Y. He was, at that time, a 
rising young lawyer, eight years out of law school and 
practicing in Boston, but deeply interested in the an- 
cestral acres at Van Hornesville. At that time, he had 
only a small dairy of common cows. Those first grade 
calves by Homestead Ruby Netherland De Kol 37304, a 
grandson of the first “Century” sire, Paul Beets De Kol, 
were such an improvement in appearance that the very 
next year he decided to secure some pure bred females 
and establish a herd of pure breds. So, in 1905, the first 
females were selected from an auction sale conducted at 
Syracuse by Cleveland & Company. Three yearling heif- 
ers were purchased. Nannette Colantha 71289, con- 
signed by the late F. P. Knowles, cost $80; and a pair 
of Ohio-bred sisters, consigned by Horace L. Bronson, 
Cortland, N. Y., cost respectively $80 and $75. Their 
names were Ruth Ramona Belle 69304 and Wilhelmina 
S., granddaughter of an imported cow. The last two 
mentioned have emerged as important foundation cows 
in the present herd. This is particularly true of Wil- 
helmina S., who lived to the ripe age of 17 years, breed- 
ing regularly and producing persistently though not 








with a trend toward improvement. 


The Breeder’s Target 


A Personal Statement by Owen D. Young 


The long range target of any breeder who seeks to establish for himself a 
permanent and stable business and at the same time make the maximum con- 
tribution to the breed, requires in my opinion that he aim to produce animals. 

(a) of highest production; (b) of approved form; (c) of constitutional vigor, 
and (d) of family traits so settled as to transmit both production and form 


In the appraisal of a herd, no one of these items can be omitted without 





impairing the aim. For example, an animal of high production and unsuitable 
form, lacking in constitutional vigor as such animals often are, is no permanent 
asset to the herd, no matter what the production. An animal of great consti- 
tutional vigor and appropriate form, but of low production is not an asset but a 
liability to the herd. The latter are easily eliminated. It takes courage to deal 
with the others. An animal of high production, of suitable form, and of high 
constitutional vigor, may be a great temporary asset to a herd but is no per- 
manent one unless it has the power to transmit those high qualities tp its off- 
spring. It seems to me that the problem, therefore, becomes one of establish- 
ing families which through generation after generation embody these specifi- 
cations in appropriate balance, with the definite result, if there be a trend to- 
ward improvement, of approaching constantly but slowly the ideal of the target. 

So we inevitably come to the establishment of families. How is that to 
be done? My own guess, and naturally it can be nothing more, is that one 
must maintain an established core of line breeding, avoiding on the one side 
the resentment of nature against inbreeding and on the other dilution of the 
core to such an extent that the conflicts of blood lines disperse your individuals 
into chaos. If this be correct, then the matter of breeding families of the type 
of which I have spoken becomes a matter of judgment, modified by that much 
rare quality which is necessary to any great breeder—the instinct to mate ani- 
mals so as to intensify the line and avoid the Scylla and Charybdis I have men- 
tioned. All we can claim at Van Horne Farms is an effort to apply this rule.

The animals themselves will testify to our success or failure louder than any words of ours could possibly do. 

Whatever the appraisal maybe, it is fair to say that with one single exception for which I offer no excuse, we have 
nothing at Van Horne Farms in the shape of expenditures either for animals or equipment which is not within the 
: of any young farmer who wants to start as we did with three 2-year-old heifers and a bull and take thirty-five 
years to grow to two hundred. Let no impatient man who expects final results in a generation of cows embark on this

spectacularly. Her blood has come down through many 
daughters and one son which was retained for service. 

About five years later, in 1910, two additional pur- 
chases of females were made from Bradley Fuller, which 
have proved to be significant in the development of the 
herd. These were a closely related pair, Farmstead 
Paladin Clothilde (by Paladin Burke) and Farmstead 
Paladin Artis 2d, by Admiral Gelsche Hamilton and out 
of a 100% sister of Farmstead Paladin Clothilde. These 
two heifers have jointly founded a family group known 
in the herd as the Artis family, which is of great im- 
portance in the present herd. Another significant pur- 
chase was the heifer, Netherland Koroba Concordia 2d, 
a daughter of King Segis Pontiac 8th. There are today 
many of her descendants in the herd, known as the 
Koroba line. Thus there have developed from Mr. 
Young’s years of breeding four principal families—the 
Wilhelminas (with several sub-branches); the Belles 
(from Ruth Ramona Belle); the Artis family (from the 
two Bradley Fuller heifers) and the Korobas. There 
are also still a few Nannettes, from the original Nann- 
ette Colantha, although this has been a hard-luck fam- 
ily for female increase and is of minor present import- 
ance in the herd. 

The Colantha Foundation 

In the early years of the present century, at about 
the time the original foundation animals were being 
purchased and while Mr. Young was practicing law in 
Boston, it became his habit to spend considerable of his 
spare time at Brockton, visiting with Dan Field who was 
at that time building his famous herd. Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad was purchased by Dan and Fred Field at 
about this time and after seeing this bull and hearing 
from J. H. D. Whitcomb and others regarding his dam,

the marvelous record-smashing Colantha 4th’s Johanna, 
Mr. Young decided he would get a bull of this breeding 
for use in his own herd. He wanted to get a son of Co- 
lantha Johanna Lad out of Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, 
the then world’s record pride of the D. W. Field herd, 
but the price quoted was beyond reach of the young 
lawyer. For his next choice of a dam, he picked the 
famed Canadian-bred matron, Tidy Abbekerk, and made 
a deal for her forthcoming calf, if a bull, at a price of 
$1,000. It was a bull, which was named King Colantha 
Abbekerk, and who has exerted a marked influence on 
the herd. To use while he was growing up to service 
age, Dan Field gave him another young bull that had 
come there in dam from the A. A. Hartshorn herd—a 
son of Beauty Pietertje Butter King. These important 
transactions took place about 1910. 


Other sires that were used in the herd include Van 
Horne King Colantha, who was by King Colantha Abbe- 
kerk and out of that original foundation dam, Wilhel- 
mina S., and who proved to be a great sire. Colantha 
Prince Aaggie was purchased as a young calf from Dan 
Field, gratifying Mr. Young’s earlier admiration for 
Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline. This sire, who was another 
success, doubled up the Colantha and Aaggie Cornucopia 
breeding on both sides of his pedigree. His sire, King 
Rag Apple Aaggie Colantha, was by Colantha Johanna 
Lad and out of Rag Apple Aaggie Colantha, 41-lb. and 
1,000-lb. fat star, fourth generation from Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Pauline. His dam, Aaggie Pauline Colantha 2d, 
was by Colantha Sir Aaggie (the son of Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad and Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, which Mr. 
Young originally tried to buy) and out of a daughter of 
Colantha Johanna Lad and Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline 
2d. There was a world of production through all these

generations and Colantha Prince Aaggie has measured 
well up to it. 


Just preceding Colantha Prince Aaggie, Mr. Young 
followed a trend of popularity for the Rag Apples by 
purchasing the bull, King America Rag Apple, son of 
Rag Apple Korndyke 8th and the sensational 980-lb. 
fat 4-year-old, Milanhurst America De Kol.: This bull, a 
complete outcross, did something very definite for style, 
but did not get the consistency in production that was 
becoming fixed in this breeding program. One of his 
sons was used considerably—-Van Horne Rag Apple Sar- 
castic, out of a daughter of King Colantha Abbekerk. 
An interval bull was also used a bit while Colantha 
Prince Aaggie was growing up. This bull, from Dutch- 
land Farms, was by Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lad 
out of a King Segis Pontiac Konigen daughter. He has 
carried on in the present herd principally through his 
son, Van Horne Sarcastic Creamelle, who was from the 
same dam as Van Horne Rag Apple Sarcastic, previously 
mentioned. 

Present Herd Sires 

Then in the National Sale at Milwaukee in 1928, 
Mr. Young stepped out in the purchase of the baby calf 
consigned by Dutchland Farms, known as Dutchland 
Denver The Great. He was by Dutchland Colantha The 
Great, and out of Dutchland Creamelle Denver, 800-lb. 
fat daughter of Dutchland Colantha Denver, Colantha 
Johanna Lad’s highest record daughter. The price paid 
was $4500. He carried five crosses of Colantha Johanna 
Lad, which total 371%4% of his inheritance. 


Dutchland Denver The Great is still hale and hearty 
and in active service in the Van Horne herd. 12 years 
old on December 22, classified Very Good, he has proved 
to be a very successful sire. His 28 Herd Test daughters 
to date have a Mature B equivalent of 500 lbs. fat, 
14,208 lbs. milk, according to the latest Red Book. They 
will continue to make history for some time to come. 


Later, for use along with “‘Denver’’, another mature 
sire was selected. He is Creamelle Onyx Colantha 517673, 
another Colantha-bred sire carrying three crosses of Co- 
lantha Johanna Lad. He is from Colantha De Kol 
Creamelle 4th (801.4 lbs. fat at 3% years), distin- 
guished also as the dam of the Gold Medal sire, Maaiken- 
shof De Kol Creamelle, developed at Middletown Farms. 
Her dam was one of the great daughters of Colantha 
Johanna Lad. The sire is a son of Dutchland Creamelle 
Denver, who in turn was a son of Dutchland Colantha 
Denver, the highest record daughter of Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad. He was purchased because of the work he 
was doing on his own account and because of the pros- 
pect of a favorable nick with Dutchland Denver The 
Great. These expectations have been realized, and the 
inter-crossing of these two sires promises by far the 
greatest results in the whole breeding program here to 
date. The Onyx daughters are magnificent and the 
twenty that have completed Herd Test records average 
551 lbs. fat from 15,380 Ibs. milk, 3.58% on a mature 
B basis. Old Onyx himself has just rounded 13 years 
old and is a rugged, active sire of impressive type, classi- 
fied Very Good, and with a disposition decidedly crusty.

A daughter of Van Horne Colantha Sarcastic that has a 4- 
year-old record of 15,803 lbs. milk, 4.1%. 647.3 lbs. fat. Her 
granddam is the dam of “Andros’’. An informal pasture pose. 


The wonderful breeding condition of these two sires at 
their advanced ages should receive comment here. It is 
significant that each bull has the run of a yard covering 
several acres in extent, winter and summer, and these 
acres are probably the most productive of any on the 
extensive Van Horne Farms. 

Selecting the Junior Sires 

One additional proved sire is available for use, Van 
Horne Colantha Sarcastic, son of Colantha Prince Aag- 
gie, and Van Horne Colantha Rag Apple Lady, a ‘‘Wil- 
helmina’”’ family dam of high merit. This bull is now 
in service in the W. D. Robens herd. 

In addition, seven young sires are being sampled, and 
from them are likely to come the principal sires of the 
herd in years to follow. The acid test is demonstrated 
ability to improve both milk and fat production, with an 
average test of 3.6% or better, along with satisfactory 
type of offspring. A junior sire here must meet the 
following standards: He must classify at least Very 
Good. His sire must be proven as above. His dam must 
be classified Excellent for type; she must have a produc- 
tion record on a Class B (Herd Test) 305-day basis of 
800 lbs. fat with a test of 3.6% or higher. In addition, 
the second dam must have these same qualifications so 
far as possible, and come from a female line of high 
transmitting ability. 

The seven young bulls selected for sampling include 
three sons of ‘‘Denver’’, two of these from Onyx daugh- 
ters—‘‘Aquin” and ‘‘Andros’’—the other from a Wil- 
helmina dam. One is a son of Onyx from a Denver dam 
in the Wilhelmina line. Two are by the Colantha Sar- 
castic proven sire—one from Aquin, whose Denver son 
is also retained, and one from an “‘outcross’”’ out of K OI 
Topsy Veeman herself, famed dam of great sires. A 
youngster by one of the junior sires (son of Andros) 
and out of Aquin 2d completes the present list. We 
wish space permitted presentation of skeleton pedigrees 
of these young sires to demonstrate how faithfully the 
program of line breeding is being followed. No com- 
plete outcross has been introduced since the early days 
of the herd. New blood has occasionally been introduced 
through outstanding dams, but always in combination 
with the Colantha Johanna Lad inheritance which was 
the original ideal and cornerstone. 


Colantha Johanna Lad was famous in his day not 
only as the son of the World’s Record cow, Colantha 
4th’s Johanna, by the St. Louis World’s Fair grand 
champion, Sarcastic Lad, but also as one of the great 
sires of his day for production. It was largely 7-day 
work in those days, and Colantha Johanna Lad had more 
daughters with records above 600 lbs. milk in a week 
than any other sire. The comparatively few that were 
tested for the year division broke records right and left. 
In building on the blood of Colantha Johanna Lad, Mr. 
Young had at the outset a cornerstone of production, 
good udders and dairy type. In the herd today, 90% 
of the animals carry as much of the blood of Colantha 
Johanna Lad as though they were his own direct grand- 
daughters or grandsons. In fact, these are nearly 100

N October 3, 1934, the first group of twenty-seven 
O Ayrshire heifers was vaccinated against Bang’s 

disease at the Folly Quarters Farm of Morris Scha- 
piro, Ellicott City, Maryland. Today there are over 275 
vaccinated females at this well known establishment, 
which is fast becoming a mecca for investigators, regu- 
latory officials and others who are interested in seeing 
the results of calfhood vaccination under practical farm 
conditions. 

Fortunately, the very complete records which have 
been kept in a most systematic manner are now invalu- 
able as a source of information for those interested in 
the subject of Bang’s control. Cuthbert Nairn, who has 
spent a lifetime with leading herds of the Ayrshire 
breed, is now in charge of the herd, and is enthusiastic 
over the possibilities of Bang’s control through vaccina- 
tion. Although this is the first vaccinated herd with 
which he has worked, Mr. Nairn maintains that several 
perplexing management problems are solved by vaccina- 
tion, and that this program has his approval. 

Bang’s Strikes Twice At Folly Quarters 

The early history of Folly Quarters with reference to 
Bang’s disease is not a lot unlike that of many other 
herds. First, a herd of negative cattle of another breed, 
assembled as calves, reacted to the blood test in such 
numbers as to practically wipe it out. After disposing 
of them, a group of negative Ayrshires, selected largely 
from Canada, were bought, but within two or three 
years, more than half of these cows had reacted. 

Two such jolting blows would have put many a 
breeder down for the count, but not Mr. Schapiro, who 
with the counsel of S. W. Swarts, then manager, decided 
to vaccinate. On October 3, 1934, the first group of 
twenty-seven heifers, ranging in age from three to twen- 
ty-one months was each given 10 cc’s of strain 19 vac- 
cine. Since then, Folly Quarters has reduced its dosage 
to 5 cc’s of vaccine, and no longer do they vaccinate 
calves over eight months of age. 

Vaccine Holds for Five Years 

But, all this is secondary to the point that these 
heifers grew into cows that produced and reproduced 
themselves, even though they have been almost con- 
stantly exposed to positive cattle. Three years after 
they had been vaccinated, only one of them had aborted, 
while seventy-five living calves had been born to them in 
their first three calvings. In fact, twenty of the original 
group are still taking their places in the stanchions at 
Folly Quarters. To those who inquire as to whether 
vaccine will hold, Mr. Nairn points out this group of 
cows, vaccinated in 1934. 

Of course, it is now realized that vaccinating heifers 
at from twelve to twenty-one months of age may help to 
protect them against infection, but it may also result in 
their continuing to react to the blood test. Such has 
been the case at Folly Quarters, where nine of the heif- 
ers in the first group, vaccinated when more than twelve 
months, still show a reaction. 

“But, that does not worry us,”’ stated Cuthbert Nairn, 
who points out that apparently there is no danger of 
vaccinated heifers becoming infected from these re- 
actors, and their history indicates that their breeding 
usefulness has in no way been impaired. 

This prompted the question, “How long does it take 
a vaccinated heifer to become negative?” to which Mr. 
Nairn replied, 

“This depends to quite a degree upon the age of the 
heifer when she is vaccinated. Here at Folly Quarters, 
we find that heifers vaccinated at from six to eight 
months of age, usually become negative in a period of 
from five to ten months with most of them clean at 
eight months. Heifers that are vaccinated at an older 
age will clear up much more slowly. But get this,” 
arded Nairn, “‘such a high percentage of heifers vacci- 
nated at the proper age will clear lp before breeding that 
this is absolutely no problem.’’ 

We were curious to know what evidence they have

that the vaccine has had any effect, but Mr. Nairn 
showed complete case histories of each animal that in- 
cluded a blood test prior to vaccination and another a 
few months after. 

Wants Heifers to React to Vaccine 

“We like to know that each animal has reacted to 
the vaccine,” stated Mr. Nairn, ‘“‘and as a consequence, 
we believe a blood test soon after vaccination is quite 
important. We also want to know whether an animal 
is negative before vaccinating for as a matter of inter- 
est, we have found that positive calves may hardly react 
to the vaccine. Apparently they have been self-immun- 
ized, as it were, through contacts with the herd.”’ 

The second group of seven heifers, ranging in age 
from four to ten months, was vaccinated on May 23, 
1935. In due time all were negative, although one later 
became positive after having five tests, in which she was 
negative in all dilutions. These heifers have all dropped 
full-time normal calves, and have been a surprisingly 
regular group of breeders. 

“Have any of your vaccinated heifers that have 
turned negative eventually become positive?” we in- 
quired, and in answer to this question, Mr. Nairn turned 
to the record showing that only two animals had per- 
formed in this manner. Incidentally, each of them has 
calved normally. Whether they will evertually become 
negative remains to be seen, although Mr. Nairn has con- 
siderable confidence that they will. 

Federal Government Now In Charge 

When the third group was vaccinated on September 
17, 1935, none were over seven months of age, and since 
several lessons had been learned in the first experiences, 
Folly Quarters has adhered very closely to this rule in 
all subsequent cases. In fact, just four years ago, the 
United States Bureau of Animal Industry began super- 
vising the vaccination and testing of this herd. Since 
then, more than 250 heifers have been vaccinated, with 
results that are so encouraging as to definitely commit 
Folly Quarters to a continuance of this program. 

Like many visitors to Folly Quarters, we asked man- 
ager Nairn what steps had been taken to keep the vac- 
cinated, negative heifers away from the old positive cows 
that still remained in the herd. 


No Segregation of Positive and Negative Animals 

Nairn pointed out some twenty-five head still carry- 
ing horns that were mixed in with various groups of de- 
horned cattle. ‘‘There is the answer,’ he said. “We 
began dehorning about the time that we started vaccin- 
ating. Practically all of the older cattle with horns are, 
or were positive. You will find them mixed with the 
various groups, just as we wish to have them for the 
usual management routine. 

“Absolutely no attempt has ever been made to segre- 
gate positive and negative cattle at Folly Quarters. In 
fact, we have encouraged the exposure of our vaccinated, 
positives heifers to those that are negative, and both 
groups to cows that were chronic reactors, or evel 
aborters.”’ 

Mr. Nairn then added, ‘Even though we try to be 
careful in our management, insofar as feeding, milking 
and general care are concerned, no extra precautions are 
taken at calving time, and it is not unusual for a newly- 
calved, positive cow to be in close proximity to one that 
was vaccinated as a calf, and is now negative, and that 
may be calving in an adjacent stall.’ 

Heifers Sought At $338 Average Are Vaccinated 

According to Mr. Nairn, there are two experiences at 
Folly Quarters that might be of particular interest to 
the readers of ‘‘The Ayrshire Digest” . It will be recalled 
that Mr. Schapiro attended the Sycamore Farm sale {2 
April, 1938, at which time he purchased six yearling 
heifers for a total of $2,030, or an average of $338. Be 
lieving implicitly in vaccination as protection, Mr. Scha- 
piro immediately vaccinated these heifers and turne 
them with his herd. Today, five have calved normally, 
while the sixth is not yet due. Whereas all reacted t0 
the test following vaccination, they are beginning (0 
clear up and it would seem as though all should be on 4 
complete negative basis at a relatively early date.

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New York Annual Meeting 


Wooster Re-elected President—Eastern N. Y. Club Wins Extension Contest 


The re-election of Carl G. Wooster 
of Union Hill for a fourth year as 
president featured the annual meet 
ing of the New York Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association at Utica, Jan- 
uary 19, which was attended by 
a large and representative gather- 
ing of Holstein breeders and their 
ladies from all parts of the state. 
Mr. Wooster, who with his brothers 
operates a string of large fruit and 
dairy farms in several of the coun- 
ties bordering Lake Ontario, is a 
leader in farm and dairy organiza- 
tion work in the state and has repre- 
sented District 2 on the Board of the 
New York Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion since its re-organization in 1927, 
serving several years as vice presi- 
dent before being promoted to the 
presidency at the 1937 meeting. 

President Wooster called the 
meeting to order promptly at 10:30 
and introduced Mayor Corrou of 
Utica who presented the keys to the 
city, his words of welcome being sec- 
onded warmly by President Bennett 
of the Utica Chamber of Commerce. 
Following roll call of local clubs, 
President Wooster addressed the 
meeting, calling attention to the im- 
portance of the national farm pro- 
gram and the necessity of coopera- 
tive effort on the part of all farmers 
and closed with a stirring appeal for 
renewed and continued faith in the 
Holstein-Friesian cow. 

State Secretary William D. Brown 
reported a membership of 1268 for 
1939 which was just a bit down from 
the preceding year but with nearly 
5,000 active Holstein breeders in the 
state, he predicted a good year for 
1940. He outlined the direct advan- 
tages of membership as a reduction 
in transfer fees, the roadside signs 
to be erected and free World sub- 
scriptions besides numerous indirect 
benefits. He reported two new 
clubs organized during the year, the 
Tri-County Club composed of Wash- 
ington, Rensselear and Saratoga 
Counties and one in Delaware Coun- 
ty. He reported that 19 clubs sub- 
mitted reports in the Extension Con- 
test and urged greater participation 
in this contest for next year. He

stated that an intensive membership 
campaign is already being started to 
conclude with the usual series of 
spring banquets and urged increased 
showing next fall at the 100th An- 
niversary State Fair. 

The Secretary’s activities for the 
past year included 165 days in the 
office at Ithaca and 136 days in the 
field. He attended 60 meetings 
with a total attendance of over 
4,000, as well as 34 conferences, 
wrote 1,175 personal letters, 48 cir- 
cular letters and 13 news articles for 
the World. He attended four milk 
meetings, 21 club meetings, 16 club 
banquets and seven club picnics and 
made 74 visits besides spending some 
weeks in New York as the breed re- 
presentative at the World’s Fair. 

Secretary Brown expressed his ap- 
preciation for the hearty and sincere 
cooperation of officers and directors 
of,the State Association and the local 
clubs as well as from the State Col- 
lege and Extension forces and the 
National Extension Service. 

Treasurer Frank Wavle reported 
assets in the Ithaca office and the 
State Fair building amounting to 
$1,182. Starting the year 1939 with 
cash on hand of $311.42, receipts of 
the year included $2.961 from mem- 
berships, $3,159 from the National 
Association and miscellaneous re- 
ceipts of $58.10 for a total of 
$6,489.52. Expenditures for’ the 
vear totaled $6,360.82, ineluding 
$2,200 for secretary’s salary, $45.13 
for stenographic help, travel of Sec- 
retary and Directors of $1,122.67 
and rebates to local clubs amount- 
ing to $599. Balance on hand at 
the end of the year was $128.80. 
The Auditing Committee, consisting 
of Fred Saltsman, W. J. Wigsten and 
Ralph Tilton, put their official Okeh 
on the books of the treasurer and his 
report was adopted. 

Treasurer Wavle also presented 
the proposed budget for 1940 as 
worked out by the Board in their 
meeting the day preceding, which 
estimated receipts at $5,564.70 and 
expenses of $5,350, not including 
prizes for the Extension Contest. 
This was formally adopted. 

Dorr W. McLaury, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Nat- 
ional Association, reported on Nat- 
ional activities and affairs, referring 
to the consolidation of the offices at 
Brattleboro, the Holstein exhibits at 
the New York and San Francisco 
World’s Fairs and the new changes 
in registration and transfer fees. He 
referred at some length to the milk 
grading proposals in New York City 
and urged Holstein breeders to be 
alert to see that their interests are 
safeguarded. He spoke of the prob- 
able changes in the Bang eradication 
program, complimented the State 
Legislative Committee on a fine job 
and predicted that 1940 would be a 
good year for Holsteins. 

Lamotte Breese, chairman of the 
Committee on _  Re-districting, re- 
ported that the committee met on 
December 18 with Secretary Brown 


and made a serious study of the sit- 
uation. They found a wide variation 
in paid-up members of the State As- 
sociation in the various districts with 
one district having as many as 240 
members and others as low as 23. 
Further study, however, showed that 
each district had practically the same 
number of active Holstein breeders 
who are potential members and the 
committee accordingly recommended 
that the districts be left as they are 
and that those districts having only 
a small membership be encouraged 
to greater Holstein activity. 
Afternoon Session 

Immediately after lunch the report 
of the Milk Committee was presented 
by M. S. Prescott, who stated that 
the work of the committee had been 
largely legislative in character. He 
outlined the strenuous efforts of the 
committee to protect Holstein 
breeders from unfair discrimination 
and credited Director Householder 
of the National Association Exten- 
sion Service with efficient help in 
the successful outcome of these ef- 
forts. He also outlined the progress 
of milk standardization legislation, 
calling attention to the importance 
of a standardization law that will be 
fair to all breeds in connection with 
the proposals in New York City to do 
away with Grade B milk and to set a 
higher minimum for fat content of 
all milk coming into the metropolis. 
He referred to the new plan of mar- 
keting milk in two-quart paper con- 
tainers and the increasing demand 
for homogenized milk as promoting 
greater use of milk. 

Commissioner Hl. V. Noyes gave @ 
fine informal talk, referring to the 
founding of the Oneida Community 
herd of Holsteins almost 70 years 
ago giving some interesting reminis- 
censes of Holstein happenings 
from that t'me u» to date. He 
spoke of the proposed chages 
in milk gathering in New York 
City as of vital interest to Hol- 
stein breeders and pledged himself 
to see to it that the standardization 
bill soon to be presented in the New 
York Legislature is drawn in the in-

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Vaccination Experience 


HE review of five years’ experience with vaccination 

i for Bang’s Disease in a Maryland Ayrshire herd, 

presented as a feature article in this issue, makes 

interesting reading. Their results have been so care- 

fully checked and are of such a strikingly successful na- 
ture that they challenge the attention of all breeders. 

We think it is time this vaccination business was 
brought out from behind the barn. A great many breed- 
ers have been practicing it, undoubtedly more than any 
of us realize, but too often they have kept the informa- 
tion to themselves. This has partly been through a feel- 
ing that it might hurt that state auhorities have frowned 
on it. 

We sense a changing attitude as a favorable evidence 
accumulates, and already we find some clear thinking 
breeders expressing a market preference for animals that 
were vaccinated in calfhood. It is important that the 
personal experiences of breeders, whether favorable or 
otherwise, be brought out into the open to supplement 
the report which Federal authorities are now preparing 
through wide experimentation under practical herd con- 
ditions. We particularly invite such reports from Hol- 
stein breeders who have had sufficient experience with 
vaccination to form reliable conclusions. Perhaps your 
experiences may help some other breeder to avoid a lot 
of grief. Certainly there is no subject closer to breed- 
ers’ hearts today. 


Highly Encouraging 

ECRETARY NORTON, in a letter elsewhere in this 
S issue, reports on the avalanche of applications for 

registry which centered in his office during the 
final days of 1939. During the first three weeks of 1940, 
they were digging out to the extent of getting the mail 
opened, the applications properly placed in folders for 
later attention; the money credited to the breeders’ ac- 
counts, and banked. Applications opened during this 
three-week period totalled 61,348 registries and 9,364 
transfers. In the entire year of 1938 only 81,622 regis- 
try certificates were issued, while in 1932 the whole 
year’s business was 68,395 registrations. These com- 
parisons emphasize the magnitude of the current flood 
of applications. 

These results can only be regarded as highly en- 
couraging for our industry. Cause of the rush was the 
change in registration fees which took effect January 1, 
1940. The basic fees were unchanged, but penalty be- 
gan to apply at six months of age instead of one year, 
as formerly. Penalty fees for over-age animals increased 
by a sliding scale to reach a maximum at 2 years old, 
which was rather substantially above the old flat rate. 
The response by breeders demonstrates unmistakably the 
present interest in pure bred Holsteins. In the absence 
of suc’: interest, there would have been no avalanche of 
applications—they would simply have allowed the regis- 
try of these older animals to lapse. The results provide 
definite proof of a continuing interest and belief in the 
value of registration and the future of the Holstein in- 
dustry. It all speaks well for the present state of the 
nation in Holstein affairs. 


“Premium” Milk Exclusively? 


HE New York City Board of Health has under 
[serious discussion a plan to abolish the pres- 

ent grades of A and B milk as offered in that city and 
provide for a single grade that would represent some- 
thing of a compromise between the two present classi- 
fications. Grade B at present averages about 3.7% but- 
terfat—Grade A about 4.2% and carries certain addi- 
tional sanitary requirements. 

The new proposal is expected to bring the regular 
market milk there up to about 4%; hood caps will be 
required and certain other present Grade A _ require- 
ments. The Mayor and Health Department maintains 
that this change can be made without increasing the 
prices paid by New York City consumers above present 
levels for Grade B. milk. The dealers are even more 
emphatic that it cannot be done. 

The only sure thing we can see about such a pro- 
posal is that dairymen would eventually be furnishing 
additional butterfat and meeting added expensive sanl- 
tary requirements without getting extra pay for it. And 
present Grade A producers in this market would cer- 
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tainly be paid less than they are now getting—or in 
event that special brands of still higher quality standards 
were offered, they too would have to stand the added 
cost of production without proper compensation. Past 
history makes it certain this would be the result. Public 
hearings have been held and more scheduled at which 
dealers have presented strong protest. The Metropolitan 
Producers’ Bargaining Agency has also taken a strong 
position in opposition to these changes as well as other 
independent Board of Health regulations recently an- 
nounced which will add greatly to producers’ costs for 
trucking equipment, etc. 

We recognize that it is sound merchandising to give 
the public good value and there is no place where sani- 
tary quality counts more for increased consumption than 
it does in dairy products. Experience has shown, how- 
ever, that increasing the butterfat content in itself does 
not increase consumption. In fact, the reverse. We also 
recognize the unsound marketing psychology of the pres- 
ent Grade B designation, with its connotation of a second 
rate product. 

New York City is justly proud of the sanitary quality 
of its milk supply. If there were weaknesses demon- 
strated in the present regulations governing sanitary con- 
trol, we would feel that added requirements were justi- 
fid—that consumption would increase as a result. As it 
is, however, the proposed new regulations and changes 
in grading will merely mean a higher testing milk that 
costs more to produce and without increased returns to 
producers. In fact, some classes of producers will cer- 
tainly get less than they are now getting. 

The dairy industry cannot afford to absorb these 
added costs, and if the Mayor believes they will be met 
in any other way in the final accounting, he is not as 
clear in analyzing the situation as we have always given 
him credit for being. 

New York City, with its huge population, its many 
families of moderate income, and its burdensome relief 
load, should be addressing itself to the problem of how 
to get lower cost milk of safe sanitary quality rather 
than insisting that it all be of premium grade. The one 
way that can be accomplished is to make available milk 
of moderate fat content. While butterfat is the basis of 
price and is the item that makes expense, it is actually 
only one of the ingredients that make milk our one in- 
dispensable food. The ‘‘red meat’’——the proteins—is all 
found beneath the cream line. In this streamlined age, 
it seems incomprehensible that the value of any import- 
ant food product should be judged so completely upon 
the amount of fat in it. 

Housewives, of course, are glad to get the extra but- 
terfat—-when it comes free—so that they can pour off 
the excess for the coffee and have the “home-standard- 
ized’? milk left for family use. This is nice for the 
consumer—-expensive for the producer for two reasons. 
First, added initial cost of the product, and second, the 
logs of separate cream markets. 

Any new set up of the milk business in New York 
City, particularly, which makes it more difficult to sup- 
ply safe, sanitary, nourishing milk of moderate fat con- 
tent at economy prices, is playing fair neither with con- 
sumers or producers. The economics of the situation at 
both ends of the line do not justify the proposed limita- 
tion of milk sales completely to a ‘premium’ product. 
As the great defender of the downtrodden, Mayor lLa- 
Guardia should recognize this fact.

Animal Sex Control 

HE ORANGE JUDD PUBLISHING CO., has just re- 

; leased a new book which may be of considerable 

practical interest to livestock breeders—Animal Sex 

Control, by Carl Warren. It is concerned entirely with 

the new theory of acid-alkali control of the X and Y¥ 

male sperms which determine sex in all species of mam- 
mals. 

The method is based upon the biological premise 
which is generally accepted by geneticists and biologists 
that there is competition between the male and female 
producing sperms in their race to fertilize the female 
egg. Experiments conducted in Germany and England, 
and more recently in the United States, with rats and 
rabbits, seem to bear out the theory that X, or female 
producing sperms are more active and vigorous in an acid 
medium, and Y, or male producing sperms, function best 
in an alkaline medium. By thoroughly douching the 
vagina of the female with a 2 per cent solution of either 
soda or lactic acid just previous to breeding, it was found 
in the experiments with rats and other animals that the 
union of male or female sperms with the female egg 
could be controlled with about 75% accuracy.

DELUGE AT BRATTLEBORO 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

We are literally swamped with business that came 
in with the rush to file applications before the new fee 
schedule became effective the first of the year. We do 
not know how many applications we have actually re- 
ceived, but we expect to complete the opening of the mail 
containing these applications by the end of this week. 
The following summary will give you some idea of the 
situation: 


Applications received and listed during 1939 ex- 
ceeded 1938 by 27,159, and since January 1 we have 
listed 60,381 applications which were received in Decem- 
ber but not handled, a gain of more than 50,000 over 
the corresponding period of 1939, and we still have sev- 
eral days’ work to complete the listing of applications 
filed under the old schedule. Mail received since the big 
rush subsided is fully up to the receipts for the corre- 
sponding period of 1939, but none has been opened ex- 
cept air mail and specials which are taken care of daily. 
Cash receipts give a similar picture. We are closed the 
year witih total cash receipts of $277,420.96 against 
$232,404.39 for 1938, a gain of $45,016.57 for the year; 
and deposits for the first 18 days of January total $94,- 
084.02, more than a third of last year’s total receipts. 


We are rushing the preliminary work on these 1939 
applications to get them in the folders and entered on 
our cash cards in order that we may get the active mem- 
bership count which is necessary before we can prepare 
the nominating petitions. We are operating on a 44-hour 
schedule instead of 40, with some people putting in 
additional time evenings and Saturday afternoons in an 
effort to get these things in shape so that the nominating 
petitions may be mailed by February 5, the limit set 
by the By-Laws. We are nearly seven weeks behind in 
issuing certificates as those going out now, except for 
rush orders, were received here early in December. 


We are closing the last few herds in the Herd Im- 
provement Test for report in Volume II of the Red Book, 
and expect to begin preparing copy for the printers some 
time next week. There has been some decrease in the 
number of herds on test during the past year—fortunate 
for us, perhaps, under the circumstances. 


We are still badly behind in the Advanced Registry 
work, but are making progress and have about the 
same number of cows on test aS a year ago. 


I am sorry to inform you of the death of Mrs. 
Hackett, which occurred on January 2. She has been a 
faithful employee for many years and has looked after 
some very important phases of the work and will be 
greatly missed. 


We have 98 office employees at present, considerably 
above the number of a year ago, as we have been build- 
ing up during the past few months in anticipation of 
this rush, and apparently we will have plenty of work 
for this force for some time to come.

NEW FARMERS TESTING CLASS SUGGESTED 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

For some time, I have been considering writing to 
the World offering for discussion the advisability of 
making a new class in the HIR testing. This class would 
be for the milking of cows three times a day from three 
to five months and the balance of the lactation period 
twice a day milking. 

For several years, I have freshened the cows in the 
fall and milked them as mentioned above, and find that 
the cows make a very satisfactory production—namely, 
10,000 to 12,000 lbs. milk in five months—and have gone 
on to make from 15,000 to 20,000 lbs. for the year. One 
cow made just under 22,000 lbs. in the year. 
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I appreciate that one can milk a short time now 
three times a day without getting a rating of Class B, but 
this time is so short that one can only get a cow started 
when she must be reduced to twice a day milking. 

This suggested class might be called a farmers’ test- 
ing plan. The extra milking period can be done when 
other farm work is slack, and makes it possible to show 
a satisfactory return from the cows. High production 
is the most profitable production. 

This program gives young animals a chance to make 
satisfactory production by more frequent feeding and, 
more especially, frequent milking without udder injury 
and even distress. We have found the cows bred as 
regularly as on twice-a-day milking. 

It is hardly fair to class cows milked from three to 
five months as Class B, and certainly they are not Class 
C; so I suggest this additional class and hope that there 
are others who might be interested in this proposition, 
and state their views on the subject.

ENTHUSIASTIC OVER VACCINATION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


Why didn’t somebody tell me. 
Never knew it could work so slick. 
economical. 


I bet there are owners and herdsmen all over the 
U. S. suffering from the cause. I couldn’t feature it; of 
course it takes time. You say “What?” Gee, why it’s 
calfhood vaccination. 


We vaccinate every heifer calf that reaches the age 
of 4 months. Also every cow 30 days after freshening. 
Hardly any trouble with abortion. Very little udder ail- 
ment. To start with, 33 of our 66 cows showed positive 
on Blood Test. Just recently, the vaccinated group 
showed 100% negative. We figured we could not estab- 
lish a breeding program by signing up for a Federal 
Test—Too indefinite. The only way out seemed to be 
Vaccination, Isolation and Concentration. 


We suffered quite a loss in production on cows pur- 
chased before adopting the vaccination plan. However, 
to date, we have noted the original group have seemed 
to develop a natural immunity. During this time, we 
have practiced every precaution possible to present the 
spread by disinfecting maternity pens, box stalls and 
gutters. 


It may be interesting to note that during winter 
months we could isolate in same barn with much suc- 
cess, but on pasture it was impossible to tell what was 
coming next until we started vaccinating.

Someone may say, I wonder what that herd has pro- 
duced under the above management. Here it is: 1938, 
55 head—8815 lbs. milk and 309.4 lbs. fat; 1939—45 
head—9962 lbs. milk and 339.5 lbs. fat. Previous to 
that, according to data, no records except the milk check 
stub showing about 200 lbs. fat per cow. 


Please keep in mind that three men, including the 
manager, raise the feed and care for above along with 
35 head under 2 years old.

They are both 
daughters of the Lauxmont senior 
sire, Montvic Rag Apple Netherland, 
and the new champion is out of Co- 
lantha Rose Mooie, Pennsylvania 
State Champion mature cow in Class 
B with 1003.6 lbs. fat, 4.1% test.

was his birthplace. I mention these striking instances 
not to compliment Mr. Young, because he does not need 
it—-America recognizes him as one of its great leaders— 
but to emphasize the ideals and objectives which have 
motivated his Holstein breeding operations since his 


| start in this line 36 years ago. He has not been inter- 


ested in building up a great show place, but rather has 
tried to carry on the whole operation in a way that any 
practical, ambitious farmer could duplicate by mixing 
brains with the sweat of his brow. The $4,500 herd 
sire, as mentioned, has been about the only departure 
from that program. The original foundation females 
were relatively inexpensive. The value of good sires has 
always been recognized, and a definite program of breed- 
ing. The farm buildings are well kept up but unpre- 
tentious. No special premium markets have been sought 
which are not available to the rest of the dairymen of 
his section. 

The herd itself is handled in a very practical way.

terests of milk producers and fair to 

all breeds. 


National Secretary Horace W. Nor- 
ton, Jr. gave a vivid picture of the 
work of the consolidated national of- 
fices at Brattleboro, and the deluge 
of business at the year end due in 
great part to the changes in fees. He 
also made a strong plea for better 
breeding programs to improve the 
test of the breed and for continuous 
life time testing. 


M. S. Prescott, chairman of the 
Resolutions Committee brought in 
resolutions on the subjects named 
below, all of which were adopted un- 
animously after some discussion. 

Milk Advertising 

Recognizing the accumulative 
value of this program, its continu- 
ance as recommended by Governor 
Lehman was advocated. 

Grade A. Milk in New York 

Recognizing the importance from 
the standpoint of both consumers 
and producers in having available a 
milk of high sanitary standards, 
moderate fat content, which can be 
sold at a price which stimulates lar- 
ger consumption, attention was di- 
rected to the unfavorable aspects of 
the proposal for a single grade of 
milk carrying higher butter fat test 
and still higher sanitary standards, 
the expenses of which in the final 
analysis would be borne by the pro- 
ducer. The Milk Committee was 
instructed to watch developments 
closely. 

Milk Standardization 

The importance of a proper stand- 
ardization law was recognized and 
the Committee instructed to continue 
its efforts. 

Bang’s Vaccination 

The State Department of Agricul- 
ture and Markets was urged to set 
up an auxiliary system for approval 
of herds as Bangs Free in which calf- 
hood vaccination was practiced as 
soon as Federal approval of such a 
joint program can be secured. 

Director’s Service 

The president was instructed to 
appoint a special committee to study 
the subject of adopting a by-law lim- 
iting the term of service of directors 
of the state association and to report 
its recommendations to the meeting 
of the Advisory Council in Novem- 
ber. 

Farm Credit 

Restoration of the non-political 
administration of Farm Credit Agen- 
cies was strongly urged, supporting 
the act of other farm organizations 


in the matter. 

Secretary Brown announced the 
awards for long-time continuous 
membership in the Association. 


There are now eleven 
eight local clubs that have main- 
tained continuous membership for 
twenty years and a long list of mem- 
bers with records of from ten to 
nineteen years. 

_ Prof. H. A. Willman, 4-H Exten- 
sion Specialist and chairman of the 
State Association’s Dairy Club Com- 
mittee, reported briefly on the 4-H 
Dairy Club work in the state and 
the program of Dairy Club promo- 
tion which has been sponsored by 


members from 
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the Association for several years, 
which he recommended to be contin- 
ued in practically the same form for 
another year. Secretary Brown an- 
nounced the Dairy Club awards to 
the various counties. 
The Election 

The Nominating Committee, con- 
sisting of W. D. VanValkenburg. 
Leroy Munro and James Beierme- 
ister submitted the nominations for 
Directors as given them by the 
eleven districts of the state. The 
entire slate was unanimously elected 
as follows: 1. Harold Cowles, Ash- 
ville; 2. Carl G. Wooster, Union 
Hill; 3. James A. Young, Angelica; 
4. Frank Wavle, Cortland; 5. M. G. 
Adams, Kenwood Station; 6. Carl

family were all riding enthusiasts 
and the joys of swimming, boating 
and fishing on Lake Morey could 
not quite take the place of their 
beloved saddle horses.

Lacona, N. Y. 
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Ilinois Holstein Convention 


For the fourth consecutive year 
Illinois has had bad weather for its 
annual convention. This year at its 
meeting in Rockford on January 19- 
20 the weather man shot the ther- 
mometer down to 22 degrees below 
zera. Many breeders were taced 
with frozen water works in their 
barns, cars would not start without 
being towed and some of the side 
roads were drifted shut. All of 
which cut the attendance of what 
promised to be the largest Holstein 
meeting ever held in Illinois. Even 
so, there were about a hundred of 
the hardy ones who were present at 
the opening of the program in the 
Faust Hotel. 


Prof. L. Graber, University of Wis- 
consin, led off with a splendid ad- 
dress on pastures and pasture im- 
provement. He recommended the 
sowing of winter rye in order to 
have early pasture which will allow 
the permanent pasture to get a good 
start before the cattle are turned in. 
For the hot, dry season in July and 
August he advised the use of Sudan 
grass. For a long time program 
he recommended the growing of wilt 
resistant varities of alfalfa for pas- 
ture.. On land which is in perma- 
nent grass and he tsod is rather thin 
he said that the sod should be 
thoroughly disced and seeded to 
sweet clover and alfalfa. Limestone 
should be added and phosphates sup- 
plied. This treatment w.il rejuven- 
ate poor pastures and greatly in- 
crease the forage yield for several 
years. 

Glen M. Householder, Director of 
Extension Service for the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America 
gave a very instructive talk on mer- 
chandizing Holstein cattle. His ad- 
dress was extremely practical and 
everyone interested in the subject 
should write to the Extension service 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, Brattleboro, Vermont, for 
a copy of the circular ‘Selling the 
Herd Suplus’’. 

Prof. C. S. Rhode, University of 
Illinois, conducted the honoring of 
the Holstein breeders who have done 
so much for the advancement of Hol- 
steins in Illinois. He read off a list 
of 83 breeders who had one or more 
cows which qualified in the 500-lb. 
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‘ow club far 1938. 
herds in 1938 were:

Paul Misner was the judge 
again this yeear and twenty-four 
exhibitors broke into the winning 


column, including a gratifying num- 
ber of 4-H clubbers. The 4-H show 
of Holsteins was by all odds the 
best in the history of this event 
here. In one class, the junior year- 
ling heifers, all six prizes winners 
in the open class, were 4-H club 
animals, which gives some idea of 
the competition provided by these 
youthful exhibitors. 

Eight exhibitors won one or more 
blue ribbons. Wm. H. Landis, East 
rreenville, had grand champion 
male, five blue ribbons and was 
Premier Breeder. Elvin Hess, stras- 
burg, also had three first places, in- 


cluding produce of dam. Wayne 
Schultz, East Greenville, won two 


firsts, including senior get of sire. 
One blue ribbon each went to Henry

WISCONSIN BROOD COW 

In response to Sec’y Norton’s re- 
quest for information on old cows 
of the breed, I. M. Benson, herdsman 
at Milwaukee County House of Cor- 
rection, Milwaukee, Wis., sends in 
the story of their old brood cow, 
Correction Excetter Beatrice 953191. 
Fifteen years old last August and 
now producing in her twelfth lacta- 
tion, she is due to start her thir- 
teenth about the middle of next June. 
In her first eleven lactations and in 
293 days of her twelfth she has 
produced, according to DHIA_  re- 
cords 157,261 lbs milk, 6,186.2 lbs 
fat, with a lifetime average test of 
3.93%. This record covers 4,156 
milking days, of which 1,907 were 
on three-time milking and the bal- 
ance on two-time. 

Correction Excetter Beatrice has 
six daughters in production, the 
oldest of which is Correction Fayne 
Beatrice, who has in her first ten 
lactations produced in ten lactations 
108,714 lbs. milk with 4.42% test, 


this in 3,486 milking days, all 
but 748 of them on two-time. Her 
second daughter is Correction 
Fayne Lucky Princess with 60,890 
lbs. of 4.89% milk in her first ° 
four lactations. Other daughters 


are Correction Lass Beatrice with 
47,754 lbs of 3.7% milk in three 
lactations, Correction Lass Maid with 
41,004 lbs of 4.2% milk in three 
lactations, Correction Inka Beatrice 
with 13,806 lbs of 4.11% milk in 
her first lactation and Correction 
Inka Glory with 10,556 lbs of 4.24% 
milk in her first 334 days, the last 
two being both as junior two-year- 
olds. 

The old cow and her six daugh- 
ters have together completed 34 
lactations that average 12,941 lbs 
milk, 4.13%, 534.4 lbs fat, about 
one-third of their milking days being 
on three-time and the balance on 
two-time. The six daughters are 
by five different sires. 

A five-year-old son of the old cow 
is now in service in the House of 
Correction herd. He is Correction 
Fayne Ideal 707191 and his first two 
daughters to complete their lacta- 
tions both have over 400 lbs fat as 
junior two-year-olds, one testing 
4.22%, the other 3.88%. No wonder 
Mr. Benson is hoping for another 
bull from her at her thirteenth calv- 
ing next summer when she will be 
close to 16 years old. Their herd of 
117 head includes more than 50 of 
her descendents. 

Correction Excetter Beatrice is a 
daughter of Excetter Joe Homestead, 
foundation sire of the House of Cor- 
rection herd. She is known at the 
farm as “Red Grange,’ her herd 
number, 77, being that made famous 
‘by the Galloping Ghost at University 
of Illinois.

top price for hogs being $32. E. E. 
Fox of Kankakee was auctioneer. 
Mr. Suprenant will continue dairying 
with registered Holsteins, having 
purchased a number of foundation 
cows at recent sales as well as a 
herd sire from Pabst Farms. A 
man who has gone so far with grade 
Holsteins should do a real job as a 
breeder of pure breds.

originally in 1933 and renewed annually since that date. 
As mentioned, production testing has been carried 
forward on the whole herd for many years as a neces- 
sary guide in intelligent breeding. Milking is carried 
forward on a three-times-a-day basis as a sound and 
practical procedure for cows producing in this volume. 
The Owen D. Young method is to practice what he 
preaches and to give precept by example. 


It is safe to say that Mr. Young’s greatest relaxation 
comes from association with his Holsteins. While his 
wide affairs claim most of his time, he maintains his 
home at Van Hornesville and keeps in very close touch 
with what is going on with the farming operations and 
the development of the herd. He knows its individuals 
and their breeding and performance in detail as few 
owners of large herds do. In divesting himself of some 
of his responsibilities in the broad field of American 
business and finance, as he recently did, we suspect that 
one motivating consideration wag the greater opportun- 
ity it would permit to devote more of his personal at- 
tention to Holstein-Friesian affairs which affect the wel- 


fare of so many dairy farmers, and are so close to his 
heart. 


This sketch of the Van Horne Herd would not be 
completed without mention of two co-workers who have 
for some time been filling important roles in its success- 
ful operation. James Beiermeister, a self-made young 
Dutchman who worked his way through Cornell Univer- 
sity by milking the test cows and later used his knowl- 
edge to build a big place for himself in the dairy feed 
business, is successfully carrying out the management 
of the Van Horne Farms and herds, in addition to con- 
tinuing his successful feed business. This arrangement 
is possible only through the development of a depend- 
able farm organization, which ig headed by Frank Hem- 
enway. These are the key figures in the Van Horne 
Farms operating activities. Mr. Young seems to have 
the faculty of surrounding himself with men of this 
type and then by his leadership inspiring their best ef- 
forts. Perhaps that is the real key to the prodigious 
achievements of this great American.

Vaccinated Heifers Fed Bang’s Abortus 

On another occasion, two vaccinated, negative heif- 
ers, one of which was in calf, were fed fetal discharges 
from a positive aborter. This solution was poured on 
the feed and the heifers were eventually drenched with 
the remainder. But, notwithstanding the fact that they 
consumed more than a quart of this fluid, both of them 
have remained negative. On another occasion two abort- 
ing cows were allowed to run in the same lot with a 
group of vaccinated heifers. 


The question was then raised as to the results of vac- 
cinating mature cows at Folly Quarters. In reply, Mr. 
Nairn stated that he fully realized that vaccinating cows 
has been generally condemned, and that there is doubt- 
less still much to learn about it. 


But, at the same time, the experiences at Folly Quar- 
ters would indicate that perhaps this procedure is not as 
black as it has been painted. No less than a dozen or 
more of the old positive cows that were vaccinated 
while open, have cleared up and are now negative. Ap- 
parently the vaccinating of open cows has not been di- 
rectly responsible for any abortions, although obviously, 
it is difficult to get accurate information to either sup- 
port or refute this statement. 


The point was raised as to whether any particular 
difficulty is experienced in breeding vaccinated heifers. 
Here again, Mr. Nairn stated that the breeding history 
of any herd depended upon a great many factors, but 
insofar as he could determine, vaccinated heifers settled 
just as readily as those that had not been treated, and 
he felt confident that there was actually less difficulty 
with retained afterbirths. 


“Of course,” he added, “we have been attempting to 
follow the practice of not breeding any heifers as long 
as they are positive. However, exceptions have been 
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made in a few instances, particularly in the case of the 
yearlings purchased at the Sycamore sale.” 


Then followed a discussion ag to whether there is a 
market for vaccinated cattle, and Mr. Nairn assured us 
that he believes there are apparently possibilities of fu- 
ture conditions, in which the trade may actually pay a 
premium for vaccinated animals that are negative. ~ 


“There is an increasing number of breeders who 
would like to own immunized cattle and would prefer to 
have them to those that have not been vaccinated,” said 
Mr. Nairn. “There is no question in my mind but that 
such heifers are much safer property for a man to buy 
whose herd has any reactors, or at least a questionable 
health history. The folks who sat around the ringside 
at the last Maryland sale seemed to be willing to pay 
just about as much for our vaccinated heifers as for 
those of equal quality from any other establishment.” 


Realizing that there are but a handful of positive 
cows left at Folly Quarters and with the possibilities of 
conveniently replacing them by a crop of negative heif- 
ers that will soon freshen, there seemed to be good pros- 
pects that Folly Quarters might soon have an all-nega- 
tive herd. This prompted the question, ‘In the event 
that your herd becomes negative, will you continue to 
vaccinate?” 


“Well, of course, I can’t predict the future policies 
of this establishment,’ answered Mr. Nairn, “but judging 
from past experiences with the herd and from my per- 
sonal observations, I know of no reason why a breeder 
with a negative herd should not continue to vaccinate 
his calves. After all, it is protection against a serious 
menace and since it can be applied so conveniently and 
cheaply, it would seem as though it should be consid- 
ered a feature of good management methods. 


BE BREEDERS, NOT JUST MULTIPLIERS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


While we are trying to breed some good Holstein~, 
only in a small way yet, we certainly like your maga- 
zine and appreciate the many good articles and helpful 
suggestions offered by veteran breeders. 

This section of Nebraska is certainly a fertile field 
for more and better dairy herds, but trying to popular- 
ize dairy cattle here in the heart of the beef country is 
like trying to sell California oranges in Florida. 


While only a beginner, as you might say, in the 
breeding of Holsteins, yet I can easily see the pos- 
sibilities for the improvement of the breed by 
those who are willing to carry on a careful breeding 
program over a period of many years. High produc- 
tion records of milk under ordinary good feeding and 
care seems very firmly established in the breed, but 
too many of these high producing cows could not be 
recognized as to breed by their type if it wasn’t for 
their color markings. In the breeding of other pure 
bred live stock, I was first taught by the experienced 
breeder that “type denotes the breed while color denotes 
the variety.”” Perhaps too many breeders have become 
confused and are going on the premise that “color rather 
than type denotes the breed.” Perhaps many breeders 
are also losing sight of the value of higher test in their 
effort to secure more pounds of milk. One of the first 
things I was kidded about when I first started our herd 
was that old gag that smells—the one about throwing 
the silver dollar into the pail of Holstein milk and being 
able to read the “In God We Trust’’. No doubt this gag 
will never cease but with more selective breeding, a more 
uniformly higher test could be established for the breed; 
at least high enough so that it would be harder to reead 
what is on the dollar. Now I know this will bring many 
a chuckle from the old heads in the breeding game, and 
no doubt many will be the remarks that this is only 4 
bit of over-enthusiasm from the inexperienced. Perhaps 
so, yet one cannot lose sight of the fact that in the future 
the Holstein is going to need a lot more than just high 
production alone if they are to maintain their place in 
the sun. While we can never hope to attain the ideal, 
yet to lose sight of it, which combines size, type, test and 
production, we then become, as has been often said, not 
breeders, but simply multipliers of the breed.

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The New Jersey Annual Meeting 


The New Jersey Holstein Associa- 
tion held its annual meeting at New 
s3runswick on January 12th. In 
the morning there was a joint meet- 
ing with the New Jersey Dairy Coun- 
cil when Mr. D. M. Geyer of Boston 
discussed ‘‘An Independent Milk 
Company’s Program With Its Farm- 
ers” and showed interesting pictures 
to illustrate achievements. 

Present at the luncheon were 100. 
President P. P. Van Nuys reported 
the 1939 activities mentioning chiefly 
cooperation with the Dairy Council, 
the State Department of Agriculture, 
the cooperative breeding associa- 
tions, the 4-H Dairy Clubs, Mr. Allen 
Crissey in his service to individual 
breeders and at the State Fair and 
Farm Show at Trenton. He also 
referred to the successful autumn 
tour. In connection with cooperative 
breeding, Mr. Van Nuys lauded its 
achievements and urged the main- 


taining of a greater interest in the 


breed and in facts concerning breed- 
ing for herd improvement. The idea 
of a state sale was broached for 
consideration by the members. 

Mr. H. W. Norton, Jr., the Secre- 
tary and the Superintendent of Ad- 
vanced Registry of the Holstein As- 
sociation of America, honored the 
meeting with his presence and spoke 
on ‘“‘What Has Happened With Hol- 
steins in 1939?’ He presented an 
intimate picture of the Herculean 
task that was involved in the con- 
solidation of the Madison and Brat- 
tleboro offices—all the way from the 
careful trucking of hundreds of 
thousands of records to the losing of 
a large part of the highly efficient 
clerical force in Madison. ‘‘Consoli- 
dation, however, is meaning more 
economy and_ efficiency,’ assured 
Mr. Norton. His report also covered 
the great increase in business in 


recent months due to the change 
in fees effective January lst. The 
advantage of a higher breed test, 


namely around 3.7 and 3.8 from the 
standpoint of a little more total fat 
is being indicated by tabulations of 
A.R. and Herd Test records. By 
continuous testing for production 
and by careful selection of breeding 
stock, Mr. Norton believes that such 
average test can eventually be real- 


ized in increasing numbers of herds 
without 


sacrificing milk quantity. 
The subject of ‘‘Calfhood Vac- 
cination—Its Advantages and Dis- 


advantages’? came in for plenty of 
discussion by Mr. Otto Schaefer, well 
known dairy cattle judge, and Dr. 
George Taylor of the New Jersey 
Agricultural College. This was a 
question and answer arrangement 
with a lot of interrogation coming 
from the floor and Dr. Hendershott 
of the State Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry participating to advise rela- 
tive to official policy. The speakers 
agreed that there is a great need 
for additional scientific research 
work in order that we may know 
more about the nature of Bang’s 
disease and Bang’s disease control. 
In any control program whether it 
be test and slaughter or calfhood 


vaccination, sanitary control mea- 
sures will undoubtedly play a most 
important part. The ultimate goal 
of every dairyman should be the 
final elimination of Bang’s disease 
from the herd. This may be ac- 
complished by following a test and 
slaughter program or it may be that 
calfhood vaccination will be a pos- 
sible means to the same solution. 

Dr. O. F. Bender and Prof. C. B. 
3ender spoke on ‘‘Feeding Holsteins 
for Milk Flavor and Milk Color” 
stressing that there is a direct cor- 
relation between the feeding of lib- 
eral amounts of green feed or well 
preserved silage from immature 
grasses and hays, and color and flavor 
in milk. This point has been evi- 
denced in recent experimental work 
in several states including New 
Jersey. Caroten is the yellow pig- 
ment which is largely responsible 
tor the yellow color in milk. It is 
found in green plants. When feed- 
ing only dry hays, beet pulp and 
other roughages low in carotene, 
milk low in color and lower scoring 
in flavor is produced. 

According to Dr. J. W. Bartlett 
who spoke briefly about the breed- 
ing experiment at the North Branch 
Station, the herd is averaging higher 
in test than when the high testing 
cows were purchased a few years 
ago. The total fat is higher and 
the reports of visiting judges indicate 
improvement in type. E. J. Perry 
reported that in the Artificial Breed- 
ing Association No. 1 there are two 
proved sires that will soon have 
1400 offspring. One of these is 
N.J.E.S. Aaggie Beets Career 675837 
to which 800 cows have conceived 
in the past 19 months and the other 
is N.J.E.S. Sir Mutual Ormsby Jewel 
Alice 654594 to which 600 have 
become pregnant in that same time. 
Still another is Sensation Pietje 
Champion 675839 to which 400 cows 
have conceived in 12 months. These 
sires are linebred to Ormsby Sensa- 


tion 45th. 
Directors elected all for 3 year 
terms were M. H. Keeney, Cedar 


Grove; J. M. Nevius, Somerville and 
Alvin String of Harrisonville. Of- 
ficers elected were P. P. Van Nuys, 


President; S. B. Boberts, Vice- 
President; J. M. Nevius, Treasurer 
and E. J. Perry, Secretary. 

Mr. S. B. Roberts was chosen to 


represent the association at the an- 
nual meeting of the state agricul- 
tural convention at Trenton on Jan- 
uary 22 and 23. 

A resolution of respect on the 
passing of Mr. Hans Schanzlin, well 
known breeder and association mem- 
ber of Washington, N. J., was sub- 
mitted by Keeney, Pettit and String, 
the committee, and ordered placed 
in the minutes and a copy sent to 
the family. Another resolution ap- 
proved favored ready acceptance and 
support of the Misner Resolution 
effective January 1, 1940 and ask- 
ing that wide publicity be given its 
provisions to the end that a stronger 
state association be built. The third 
resolution urged strong support for

CROSS DISPERSING AT EARL- 
VILLE 
Roger H. Cross, Fayetteville, N. 


Y., will disperse his well known 
Holstein herd in connection with the 
114th Earlville Sale, scheduled for 
Tuesday, February 13, at Earlville, 
N. Y., under the management of R. 
Austin Backus. This herd was 
founded by Mr. Cross in 1915 and 
two cows of the original foundation 
are the progenitors of practically the 
entire present herd of 32 head of 
registered Holsteins, all of which 
were born and raised on the farm. 

Few herds in the state have a bet- 
ter health record. T. B. testing was 
started as soon as the herd wag es- 
tablished and has been fully accred- 
ited since 1923. They started blood 
testing in 1928 and hold Bang Ap- 
proved Certificate No. 1160. By care- 
ful herd management all other com- 
mon herd diseases have always been 
kept well under control. 

Production testing in DHIA as 
started in 1926, and Mr. Cross has 
the books showing the continuous 
production of every cow from that 
time to date. Production and test 
has been gradually increased, year 
by year and their average test for 
the herd the past four months is 
given as 3.78%. 

Mr. Cross has used the best sires 
he could get from the very begin- 
ning and for the past six years has 
been a member of the First Onon- 
daga Bull Association. A recent herd 
sire, Colantha Veeman Hengerveld 
Boy, who is sire of most of the young 
stock in the present herd, has been 
characterized by Cornell as one of 
the three best proved sires in the 
state, with 24 dam-daughter compar- 
isons showing an increase in milk of 
1,122 lbs. and an increase in fat per- 
centage from 3.48 to 3.63%. 

The two foundation cows of 
herd were line bred in King Segis 
and King of he Pontiacs. The first 
herd sire was a son of King of the 
Pontiacs, followed by a line bred K. 
P. bull from a great family of 30-lb. 
cows from the Frank Ronas herd. 
In the early 1920’s, King Pontiac Se- 
gis Jewel Beets and King Waldorf 
Pontiac Jewel were in service and 
these were followed by a bull of his 
own breeding, Crosalfalfa Ormsby Se-

gis Pontiac, a grandson of King 
Ormsby Ideal from a 30-lb. dam. 
Later sires include Dunloggin Sur- 


vivor, who is a double grandson of 
Creator, also a bull of Rob Eddy 
breeding that has been used in the 
Bull Association. 

Sale Manager Backus reports that 
in addition to the Cross herd, which 
is being completely dispersed, he will 
have in the 114th Earlville, a fine 
lot of other consignors, including 


such old standbys as Yates Farms, 
and Decker Homestead Farms, with 
at least one consignment from out- 
side the state, that of Chester Rick- 
ard of Pennsylvania, whose herd is 
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Bang Certified. Mr. Backus reports 
that more than half of the 85 head 
selling in this sale w'l! be from Bang 
Approved herds and elisible to go 
into any state, and that the entire 
offering will be negative to Bang and 
t. b. tests as well as vaccinated 
against shipping fever, and all milk- 
ing females mastitis tested. 

Auctioneers Walter Andrews of 
Ohio, and Clarence Smith of Michi- 
gan, will officiate at the sale, 
with Mr. Backus in the box. 


JOY BROS. DISPERSING

sota’s largest and best known Hol- 
stein herds, that of Joy Bros. at No.

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Barren Cows 
Wanted 


Those having valuable cows that fail 
to produce calves annually or those that 
have not bred for severul months or sev- 
eral years should not send them to the 
butcher us these kind of cows should stay 
in the breeding ranks. ‘Thousands of 
these cows have been redeemed and are 
now producing annually. There is very 
littke use of having w barren cow unless 
she has been injured with the wrong 
treatment. A new treatment has been 
developed during recent years which is 
very easily administered by any ordinary 
breeder or herdsman. ‘The medicine for 
this treatment will cost about ten cents. 
The caretaker can make a treatment in 
twenty minutes. It will redeem ninety 
per cent of the barren cows of the breed- 
ing age. It cleans up the cystic ovaries 
und ripens up the yellow bgdies so that 
it is not necessary to squeeze them out 
and injure so may cows. It brings all 
cows in heat at any season of the year. 
The milk supply can be regulated and 
save one-fourth of the time in the aver- 
age breeding herd, as the calving dates 
will be closer together on the average. 
A chronic barren cow will require a 
treatment each week for ten straight 
weeks. This requires too many trips to 
hire the work done.. Loss of time in the 
breeding herd is the greatest loss in the 
dairy industry. A cow may have a false 
heat period and be served and not come 
in heat again for a year or more. The 
owner thought she was with calf. This 
can be prevented in two ways. The care- 
taker should know when she is ready to 
be bred at a certain time she should be 
examined for pregnancy by a plan that 
is perfectly safe. It is strange how many 
breeders do not believe that there is 
anything new for them. This work has 
been demonstrated by thousands of 
breeders, herdsmen and managers. They 
are not willing to spend a little time in 
visiting these men who are actually doing 
this work. They do not understand that 
they must either do this work themselves 
or send the cows to the butcher.

mately 400. Others went to the more 
active breeders, which number about 
100. A letter dealing with the nec- 
essity of getting registrations up to 
date, and the change in fees accord- 
ing to age after January 1, 1940, 
and also the change in transfer fees 
in accordance with the Misner re- 
solution, was sent to all breeders in 
the state, whether active or inac- 
tive.
